HE Committee formed for the pur- 
pose of erecting a Synagogue at 
Hampstead, venture to APPEAL to 
Jewish community for FUNDS to assist them 
in achieving their object. 

The proposed Synagogue will serve the 
districts of West Hampstead, Finchley, 
Frognal, North Kilburn, 
Cricklew wood, and Willesden. The neighbour- 
hood in which the synagogue is to be placed, 
has already a large Jewish population, which 
is constantly and rapidly increasing. As a 
result of three weeks canvass in December 
last, the Committee received written promises 
to take more than 200 seats. 

Plans for the erection of a commodious 
lace of worship have been prepared by Mr 

Jelissa Joseph, F.R.LB.A., Ut is in 

tended that large and convenient clase-rooms 
shall be provided for the purposes of religious 
instruction to the Jewish children of the 
neighbourhood, to which the Committee and 
the residents attach particular importance 

Application having been made to the 
United Synagogue for admission as a consti- 
tuent of that body, the Council have resolved, 
on the recommendation of the Executive 
Committee, to advance a sum of £5,000, pro- 
vided that £6,000 be raised from the public, 
and the Hon. Officers have expre aed their 
willingness to aid the movement in every way 
within their means. Up to the present 
£3,100 have been collected, of which upwards 
f 210 has been raised by the resiilents. 
An earnest appeal is made to the community 
with the obiect of raising the balance of 
£2,000, in order to comply with the require- 
ments ofthe United Synagogue.

NOTES 


OF THE 


WEEK. 


The arbitrariness of the legislation affecting not only native but a// Jews 
in Russia, is strikingly brought home to Englishmen by the warning issued 
from the Foreign Office at the instance of the British Consul at Warsaw. 
That official—evidently having knowledge of the annoyances experienced by 
English travellers in Russia suspected of being Jews—has issued a warning 
that an English passport, though it be visé by the Russian Consnl, and 
otherwise in regular form, is not sufficient to secure immunities from vexations 
annoyances. The traveller must also be prepared with a baptismal or other 
certificate to prove that he is not a Jew. It is well-known that many Russian 
laws have the postscript appended * except the Jews”’ and at the instance of the 
Emperor Nicholas the legislative principle was enacted that wherever the Jews 
are not expressly mentioned they are to be presumed to be exeluded, It 


any Englishman venture to visit Russia he had better arm himself with 
sufficient evidence (besides the usual bribe) to prove that he is not 


an accursed Jew. Truly, the degradation of the Jew could seareely 
be carried further to prove that in Russia he is an outlaw, a civil leper, out 
of whom.the Government is determined to crush every aspiration and feeling 
that ennobles a man and renders him a good citizen.

Anti-Semitism in France seems to have waned with the setting of the 
Boulangist star. It has never been made quite clear how far the erratic 
followers of the brave general were impregnated with anti-Semitic views, 
Some there undoubtedly were who regarded it as a substantial plank in the 
unstable platform of the party of all the discontents. But Boulanger dis- 

avowed having any anti-Semitic leanings, and Naquet, one of the few ciever 
tien whom the Boulangist party boasted, is himself a Jew. In this month's 
Contemporary a well informed French writer, M. Gabriel Monod, in an article 
on * French affairs makes a passing allusion to the anti-Semitic craze, in 
which he expresses a very decided opinion that this * factitious movement 
has shared in the discredit and defeat of Boulangism. The passage referring 
to anti-Semitism is sufficiently brief to permit of its quotation at length in 
this column :— 

The Bouiangist collapse has also contributed to put an end to the anti-Semitic 
campaign, which had taken advantage of the evil passions aroused by the Boulangist 
movement to make some stir of its own. There was a moment when—thanks to 
the aiding and abetting of some of the noisiest Boulangists, such as M.M. Laur and 
Laisant, and of noblemen like the Marquis de Morés and the Duc d’Uzes, who 
thought to get some political leverage out of Socialism and the anti-Semitic mania 
—-it seemed as if this latter malady were going to spread through France. But the 
municipal elections have shown that. even in Paris, it found a too refractory 
medium, and that it has shared in the discredit and defeat of Boulangism. M. 
Drumont, the most famous of its apostles, got only 600 votes ; and in the Quartier 
des Ecoles. the anti-Semitic candidate s:arcely obtained a hundred. It may be 
hoped that, in a coun ry where the Jews number no more than 60,000, and where 
for the last century, they bave, under the influence of civil and political «quality , 
been mivgled without distinction in the genrral mass of citizens, this essentially 
factitious movement may pass away and leave no trace behind. 


There has arrived in London during the past week an eminent Jewish 
litterateur, Mr. Gederbaum, the Editor of the Hamelitz, of St. Petersburg, 
the only Jewish daily paper in the world, and the oldest Hebrew journal in 
Russia,. The American journalist, Mr. Kennan, has described in the Century 
the peculiar trials and anxieties which the Editor of a Russian newspaper has 
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to face, and Mr. Zederbaum has suffered rather more than the average of 
such troubles for the advocacy of the Jews in Russia bristles with especial 
diffienlties with the censor, requiring much patience, fortitude and tact. But 
it is not only for his distinguished literary services to the Russian Jews, ex- 
tending over half-a-century, that Mr. Zederbaum is held in grateful esteem 
by his brethren. It was chiefly thought his exertions that the Jews of Kutais, 
Caucasus, ten years ago, were triumphantly proved innocent of the hateful 
* blood accusation,” and he has repeatedly distinguished himself in similar 
times of trouble, notably in defeating the machinations of active Jew-haters. 
We are not surprised, therefore, to learn that the Russian Jews in London 
are eager to do honour to Mr. Zederbaum, and that a movement has been set 


on foot to make a presentation to him during his brief visit to this 
metropolis,

The East End Orphan Aid Society, the first step towards the inaugura- 
tion of which was taken ata meeting held at the Jewish Working Mens’ 
Club last Sunday, will practically affirm a principle which has already been 
carried into effect in two conspicuous instances, 
ability of the East End co-operating with the West End in the support cf 
the charitable institutions of the community, The Federation of Synagogues 
has already set the example of this participation in the commanal obligations 
in the annual contribution it makes to the funds of the Board of Guardians. 
A second illustration is to be found in the recently established Home for 
Incurables, the subscribers of which are largely drawn from the working class 
and the stratum immediately above it. The movement initiated on Sunday 
will obtain East End support for an institution which has peculiar claims 
upon East End benevolence. The Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum is one 
of the most popular of the communal institutions with the working classes, That 
they should do what they can towards its support, however little the effort may 
amount to in pounds, shillings and pence, is but the barest justice, Such a 
recognition of their duty to the institution would only be a retarn to the old 
paths, The Chairman mentioned last Sunday that in 1819, out of a theusand 
contributors to the funds of the Hospital no fewer than seven hundred and 
fifty subscribed a penny a week ; aud the Orphan Asylum was originally founded 
by Jews in humble circumstances. There are hundreds of our East End 
brethren who could spare this weekly penny without appreciable difficulty ; 
and we feel sure that the opportunity for subscribing it has only to be given 
them in order to be cheerfully embraced. We are glad to perceive that the 
Rev. Dr. Lerner took oceasion to emphasize the fact that narrow resources 
do not exempt a man from the duty of charity. Those in humble cireum- 
stances ought to ‘ass’st in supporting the communal institutions as far as 
their means will permit. The Orphan Aid Society will afford this class of 
persons a much-needed opportunity of showing that they know how to give 
as well as how to tuke, and that they are determined that charitable effort 
shall not be the exclusive prerogative of the wealthier sections of the com- 
munity, Every movement like that inaugurated on Sunday is to be cordially 
welcomed as tending to promote a healthy spirit of independence as well as a 
sense of fellowship in the communal work among the Jewish working classes. 


The Rev. J. Polack, B.A., of Liverpool, has been appointed to the 
vacant post of master of the Jewish house at Clifton College. The selection 
isa very happy one, for Mr. Polack combines in a marked degree the mani- 
fold qualifications necessary for the office. As a teacher, he has had ample 
and successfui experience, while his attainments in the sphere of Hebrew are 
naturally far beyond the absolute requirements of the post. But though 
important in themselves, these are by no means the chief qualifications to be 
sought for in the head of a house at a putlie school. The moral influence 
which will be exercised by a man of Mr. Polack’s known character is of 
the first importance ; and both he and the parents of boys.already at the school, 
or about to enter at a future date, may be congratulated on the appointment, 
The part:taken in the management of the house by the mistress must always 
be considerable, but more especially is this so in the case of the Jewish house. 
There, more than elsewere in the school, the religious care of the boys is 
entirely centred in the house itself. In Mrs. Polack this-oranch of the duties 
will find an admirable fulfilment. The only matter for repret is that the 
Jewish Ministry will lose one of its brightest ornaments by the secession of 
Mr. Polack to undertake his new functions. But at Clifton Colleg2 Mr. 
Polack will have full opportunity for the display of the same qualities which 
have earned him the deserved regard of the congregation for whose spiritual 
advancement he has laboured with such earnest devotion.

We have frequently chronicled the exchange of courtesies between 
Jewish and Christian congregations in America. It is not unfrequent for a 
Jewish Reform Synagogue to offer the use of their place of worship to a 
Unitarian or Baptist congregation, and the offer is usually accepted with the 
cordial approval of both flocks, who evidently see but little incongruity in 
the arrangement. At Newark, the chief city of New Jersey, there was a 
large assemblage of Jews and Christianson June 12th at a social gathering con- 
vened by the members of the Baptist Peddie Church in acknowledgment of the 
free use of the B'nai Jeshurun Synagogue during eighteen months whilst 
the church was being rebuilt. All payment, even for fire or light, was 
refused by the Synagogue Trustees, and the gratitude of the Baptist congre 
gation was unbounded ; so they invited the Jews to mect them at a “sociable” 
and presented to the Rey. M. Leucht, the Minister of the Synagogue, a 
handsome set of the Encyclopedia sritannica, Despite the incongruity 
Which at first sight strikes an English Jew at the Unity of God. being 
solemnly pronounced in the Synagogue on Saturday and the Trinity car 
shipped in the same building on Sunday, it is clear that much good-feeling 
between the two sets of worshippers is promoted. As, however some Pas

A TRAINING COLLEGE FOR JEWISH TEACHERS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sik,—TI had intended not to take any further part in the above question, but in 
justice to myself and the opinions of a large section of the teachers, I beg 
to be allowed to encroach further on your valuable space. 

[am glad to see Mr. Montefiore somewhat moderating his newly-born zeal 
for this undertaking and no longer insists upon “ the superior excellency of any 
plan for the carrying out of the great object of training Jewish teachers.” And 
even this is to be relegated to the winter months when I presume the general 
obseurity and Togginess hanging over all things will render this spick-and-span 
new institution less glaring and defective. Perhaps, before then, Mr. Monte 
fiore’s conversion might go further still, and his philanthropy become diverted to 
amore useful and more protitable channel. 

A few worde as to the arguments employed. We are told that at the Lon 
don School Board untrained men will in future have a very bad time of it. I 
am sorry to see Mr. Montetiore indulging in reekless prophecies. [It ts quite true 
that under the Board an untrained man is by no means a persona grata. But then 
the reason of this is very simple to understand, and has nothing to do with the 
merits or lack of merits of the teachers. The fact is that on the present Board 
there are a few men interested in training colleges, and it is they and not the 
Board who allot the plums to their owa prot gés and prot-gées. Tt is to be hoped 
that on the demise of this Board these and other somewhat dubious acts, unworthy 
ofa great Board, will cease to be practised, 

We will suppose this college built. Does, then, Mr. Montefiore really think 
that he will get any students to come there? Is that gentleman so unmmindful of 
the highly commercial characteristics of our people that he imagines that there 
will be found young men willing to forsake lucrative situations that will be 
quickly snapped up. by others, for the sake of some problematical shadowy 
advantage that might or might not be of benetit to. them in the future? The 
class from which our teachers are drawn by no means belongs to an affluent 
stratum of society, and would instinctly see this so-called training in its true light. 

Then again, why should the young ladies be left out in the cold? [f the 
men are to have a training college, why not the women? Is Mr. Montetiore 
prepared to build and endow two colleges then ? If thi se are lo he Davy ur Non 
Resident Colleges, the Government will contribute only £25 a head (1 nmst thank 
Mr. Montetiore for correcting me on this point, but, it really was not needed) or, 
we will say one third, and who, 1 ask again, is to pay the piper after that? 
Besides, would not the isolation of all Jewish teachers under one roof tend to 
accentuate any peculiar and-undesirable Jewish mannerisms characteristic of a 
certain class amongst us? If to a training college they must go, would it not be 
far better to encourage them to attend one of the unsectarian Normal Colleges 
belonging to the National Society, where they could mix on terms of equality 
with other men, and thus rub off any awkward gancherie engendered in their 
home life ? 

Mr. Montetiore states that he has ready a fat little calf which he is prepared 
to imimolate on behalf of the lucky untrained fellows of the future—I allude to 


the fund collected for this purpose by the late Miss Anna Maria Goldsmid-—well, 
for an argument that’s a clincher, and give in. Let us all resign: ourselves 
heholding another gloritication of Fad. Another institution in a chronic state of 
financial rottenness is about to be intlicted upon us. Will then no. one come 
forward to avert it?

No one will gainsay that, considered politically, the application of the force 
of public opinion ts the best possible measure we can adopt; but wh th vat 
in harmony with the heartfelt sympathy which wivocates a more emphatic 
of procedure in the relief of our coreligionists in Russia, is quite another matter, 

If we were to rely upon the sensitiveness and delicacy of feeling among the 
Russian nation, the effect would correspond proportl mately to thre jury whi ‘th 
the sting of a bee could inflict upon anelephant. The secant courtesy with wii h 
the memorial, forwarded upon thie occasion of the last public outburst of ant 
Semitism, was treated by the Russian Government, gives sufficient ey idence that 
its members belong to a species of pachyderm animals upon whose impenetrable 
hide the indignation and censure of Western Europe would have the most inh 
nitesimal effect. Such, then, is the nature of the comfort which eare going to offer 
to our afflicted brethren, and the only response to their appeals ts the oft-rep ited 
exhortation “to wait for better days. We will let them wait till they have sink 
to such a depth of moral and physical degradation, that our united efforts will 
prove inethicient raise them from it. 

We need not flatter ourselves that our artillery of public Cpa and }) hhc

The Russian Authorities have determined upon extirpa- 
ting the Jewish race from the Russian soil; the Jews there have no possi ble 
prospect of ever again reaching their former standard of comparative prosperity. 
Even if the Government should relax its severity, the former feeling of confidence 
and sociableness can never again resume its sway between the Jew and the 
native. Then why should we by such a futile policy, even presupposing It prove 
successful, encourage our brethren to remain in a country to which they have 
become as uncongenial as it has become uncongenial to them 7? Why, on the con- 
trary, should we not, to the best of our ability, enable them to leave “a country 
where they are hedged in like cattle, and te hetake themselves toa land—and 
that the land of their forefathers—where they will be allowed to acquipe soTne 
notion of what is meant by the “ Rights of Man” ? 

The idea of re-colonising Palestine on a large seale, to make it the harbour of 
refuge for the millions of persecuted Russian Jews, is rapidly making headway. 
In vour last issue one of vour correspondents mentions the Chovevei Zion Asso- 
ciation. Which according to his authority had 700 members. This number, how- 
ever, has in the conree of this week risen to over 800, It is obvious that this 
society. which in a short time may be expected to count its members by thousands, 
will be able to effect more geod than the combined indignation and censure of 
Western Europe, because it has recognised the fact that the emergency of the 
time demands instant and energetic action, and not the unavaLing policy of public 
censure and disapproval. If our brethren, who are resident in England, would 
only be brought to accept this truth and support the Association In its object, then, 
and only then, can our Russian brethren hope for a ray of sunshine to penetrate 
nite the darkness of their existence.

the Zod of Mareh last As visiting minister of Bakers Row (Whitechapel) 
fuftinmary, where a larger number of Jewish patients are generally to be found 
than in any other Metropolitan ntirimary, Dniust again contradict, as I did last vear, 
What seclus to be an annual statement by one orother of my fellow Visitors, viz. 
that Kosher meat is provided for the Jewish patients at this institution. This is 
by no means the case ; but as 1 know there are many labouring under the sanie 
mistake as Mrs. Li ‘as, let mw state that the so-called act of liberality on the part of 
the Whitechapel Guardians merely consists of purchasing the meat required by the 
Jewish patients from a Jew ish buteher, the eXtra cost being defrayed by the Board 
of Guardians. The privilege extends no further ; assoon as the kosher meat is 
received at the Infirmary it is passed into the kitchen and cooked in the ordinary 
way together with that prepared for the general patients. I have been carefully 
Into the matter and am convinced that no arrangement except that of a separate 
kitchen under. Jewish management as at the London Hospital can remedy this, All 
the work of the immense kitchen devolves upon one cook, who is assisted in 
her duties by convalescent. patients who are changed almost daily, and to 
wh Ith, of course the proper preparation of kosher leat could Tht be « ntrusted, 
The Jewish patients are aware of this and generally ask the doctor to allow them 
& fish diet.”

WEST LONDON SYNAGOGUE HEBREW AND 
RELIGION CLASSES. 


— 


The distribution of the prizes to pucils attendiag the Hebrew and Relizioa 
Classes in c nnection with the West London Synagogue was held on Sunday after- 
noon in the vestible of the Synagegue, Upper Berkeley Street. The Rey. Prof. 
Marks presided. and among those present were Sir Philip and Laay Magnus, the 
Revs. I. Harria, M.A.. and A. Liwy, Messrs. J. (. Henriques, Db. A. Levy, F. D, 
Mocat'a, H. 8, Samuel, and A. J. Waley. 

The Rev, I. HAnnis, Hon. Superintendent of the Classes, read his report. which 
stated that the classes have been in existence four years. ‘The number of pupils 
is 60, and the average attendance during’ the year has been 50.) The classes, five 
in numer, are taught by the Rev. A. Lowy, the Rev. I. Marris, Mr. DLA, Levy, Mr. D, 
A. H. Levy, Miss Piza, Miss L. Mocatta and Mra Augustus Davis. The subjects 
taucht are Hebrew reading. translation and gramimar, religion, Scripture history, 
and congregational singing. In addition to the regular class-teaching, monthly 
lectureson the festivals and other religions subjects have been delivered to the 
pupiis by Lady Magrus, and the Revs, A. Lowy and [. Herris, and compositions 
written on them im the upper classes. Jn order to inenicate in the pupils the 
Practice of harity. an nual collection is made on half of the Ho-pit Sunday 
Fund. The classes, which were formerly managed by a Committee, have lately 
been taken over by the Council and placed ucder mtrol of the wardens. As 
in former years, an anonymous friend has defrayed the expense of the prizes, which 
have bern awarded to Michael Emanuel. Nina b-kell. Morris Dencequer, Mabel 
Piza, Daisy Mvers, Julia Angel, Lilian Wooif. Rose Joseph, Lewy Oppenheim, 
Elfrida Woolf, Minnie Ladinstein, Jennie Oppenheim; and Constance de Pinna.

JEWISH NURSES. 


— 


THe nursing profession has certainly received a large amount of attention 
and honour during the last few days. First there was the meeting held at 
Mr. F. ). Mocarta’s house to further the scheme for establishing a Seaside 
Home where nurses may recruit their strength and lay in a: fresh stock of 
health for renewed exertions, a scheme which has for its Patroness no less 
distinguished a person than the Princess Curistian. Two days later there 
was a reception of 70) nurses at Marlborough House, when the Princess or 
Wa tes presented them with certificates of membership of the National Pension 
Fund for Nurses, and the Prince or Wates in a long and earnest 
speech testified to the great interest he takes in the working of the Fund. 
And as though these two instances did not suflice to prove the deep interest 
taken by illustrious personages in the nursing profession, the Qvrex 
herself has shown her appreciation of the good that efficient nursing can 
effect by devoting the surplus of the Women’s Jubilee Offering to the 
purpose of training nurses for the sick poor. The fact of our 
Qveex and Prixcess thus helping to further a great work. of humanity 
must fill the whole English nation with pride and pleasure ; but for us Jews 
the pleasure cannot be unmixed. The reflection must arise in every thinking 
mind that while their Christian sisters are’ working hard in the philan- 
thropic field of nursing, employing skill and tenderness to battle with 
disease and pain, Jewesses are almost entirely holding aloof from the work, 
and are content to leave to others the reward that lies in the consciousness 
of having mitigated suffering, and in the public esteem that inevitably flows 
from self-devotion to so noble a task. The fact is so strange that it seems 
to deserve the earnest thought of our community. With a people who have 
a well-deserved reputation for philanthropy, who are the possessors of a 
religion which strongly impresses upon them the duty of tending the sick, it 
would seem as if nursing would be a favourite profession ; but unfortunately 


a Jewish nurse in these days is such a rarity as to be scarcely known. 

Some two years ago an anonymous writer, F’.A.J., called attention to the 
anomaly in our columns, and showed the necessity of striving without delay to 
remove it; but although sympathy with the writer's views was expressed in a 
number of Jetters we printed, notab'y in one by Dr. Beprorp Fexwick, who, 
with Mrs. Fenwick, is an indefatigable worker for the Nurses’ Convalescent 
Fund, nothing practical has resulted. It was urged at the time that the 
writer had made a mistake in wishing to have nurses who, in addition to ful- 
filling the duties of attending on the sick, should also, in the case of death, 
perform the last offices to the mortal remains. It seems to us that such an 
arrangement would not only not be incongruous but that it would be a highly 
harmonious combination of cognate duties. However, exrperientia docet ; 
and we think it better to try and obtain one thing at atime; and what we 
now urge is the necessity for steps being at once taken to train Jewish girls 
for the nursing profession simply, leaving the solution of the difficulties 
connected with the Wach-r question for a separate effort. We Jews ought 
to be sincerely grateful for the services of the gentle, efficient nurses 
to whom many of us, under Heaven, owe our lives and, what is of still more 
value to us, the lives of our dear ones. Nor ought we to hesitate in 
contributing as much as we can afford to promote the work for which the 
Princess CuristiaN honoured the Jewish community by asking for its co- 
operation. At the same time it is proper that we should take every means to 
ensure that, in the future, nurses of our own faith shall also derive benefit 
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from the movement which Hen Royai Hieusess so graciously champions, 
and at the same time that the whole commanity shall enjoy the benefit that 
must necessarily resalt from the existence of a band of Jewish nurses. 

Perhaps more than any other people, Jews require members of their own 
faith to be near them when weakness and suffering has laid them low. They 
like to know that their attendant scrupulously carries out for them the dietary 
laws, because she can understand the sanctity that attaches to them, and that 
when the Sabbath day comes round she sympathetically shares in_ the 
day of rest. And above all, what an inestimable blessing it would be to 
the patients who are in the Jewish wards of the London Hospital or in an 
institution like the new Home for Inenrables if they could be tended by a 
nurse of their own religion. Doesit not seem something to be ashamed of that 
lately when this new Home was established it was only possible to obtain the 
services of Christian nurses? What is needed is to impress upon Jewish 
girls the honourable nature of the calling, to make them understand that 
instead of there being anything derogatory in it, it is, on the contrary, a nob'e 
and a blessed work to mitigate suffering and to help those who, in the highest 
degreeare in need of help. They should be tanght that the daties they 
wonld have to perform would ennoble their own lives and strengthen all that 
was good in their characters, and that they would really become what they 
would appear to those they tended, angels of kindness and merey, or in other 
words, true women, 

But it is not every girl who is fit for the work of a nurse. The ocenpa- 
Tien Nort be lL me rely as a means of earning a living, as an 
altern Mmive to tailoring ofr feather making. Certain qualifieations are needed, 


and if these are wanting it is gseless to undergo the training., A nurse 
requires above all to be tilled with a sense of the responsibility of her position, 
She must have patience, tact, gentleness, good temper, and strength of body 
and mind. Dut surely it is not impossible to find possessors of these 
qualties.. Let but one or two women in. the higher social grade set an 
example by undergoing the necessary training, and there will be many, we 
are sure, to follow in. their footsteps. The precedent is set by other 
denom nations, and Indeed it is not ereditable to our community that we should 
neither have set that precedent ner eyen hitherto have followed it. Well- 
bora, delicately nurtured Christian ladies think it a rare privilege to be able 


to devote their lives to nursing, and unless Jewish women are prepared to 


viel a iim to Christianity as a more powerful Inspiration toa truly noble 
life, they ought to vie with their sisters of other creeds in evineing similar 
self-devotion,

diners distri ut-d daring ths wister; by Lady Magous, who arranged at her 
a sale of needlework done at the schools, producing £14 ; ard by Mr. CG. Montefiore 
whose gif s, assistance and supervision have been freely and frequently given, The 
supervision of the needlework instraction has teen undertaken by Mrs. BE. y 
Micholls asd Miss d’Avigdor, who thus fulfil one of the duties performed by the las, 
Miss Harris. The Tidy Home Prizes have again been tubscribed for, and Miss Pior, 
Goldsmid attended to distribute them. With this year the Committee enter upon the 
fiftieth year of their labours, and hope the public will continue to give th support 
and encouragement necessary for the mainteuance of thes: large schools. 

‘The balance sheet showed that the income amountel to 5.570. and included 
subscriptions, £204, pence-money, £210, rents, £30, dividends, £360, Government 
Grant, £955, proceeds of Ball, £1,266, legacies, £550. The general expenditure, 
which amvunted to £2,526, included £1,349 for the Commercial Strect School. 
£81 for the Backle Street School, and £157 for general expenses. 

The statistics for the year showed that there were 1,106 children in the Com. 
mercial Street School, and 655 in the Buckle Street School; 255 children were 
drafted from both schools to the Free School; 5 lefi for other schools: 32. 
emigrated or removed to a distance. The number of children admitted during 
the year was :—-Commercial Street 366, Buckle Street S18. The highest weekly 
average in the former school was 854, as against a lowest of 687, and in ¢! 

Street School the highest average was 516, and the lowest 325. 

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN, seconded by Mr. M. Beppinxaros, it was 
resolved that in view of the school entering upon the fiftieth year of its existence 
a special vote of thanks should be passed to the Honorary Secretary, Mr. Walter 
Jo-ephs, for his untiring zeal and energy.

FRANCE. 

On the oceasion of the fétes at Nancy in connection with the inauguration of 
the statue of Jeanne d'Arc, special services were held in the the Sy well 
as in the churches. The Synagogue service was attended by M. ( Sirs, the donor 
of the statue, whose name has frequently been mentioned in this journal as one 
of the leading Jewish philanthropists in Paris. An official character was lent to 
the service by the presence of the Chef du Cabinet of the Prefect and by member: 
of the Municipal Council. 


The Comité de Bienfaisance in Paris expended during its. last financial year 
287.630 frances in the relief of distress among the poorer class of Jews in that 
city. who, as the report states. are constantly increasing owing to the vigorous 
measures taken in certain countries against the Jews. 


General Lambert, having attained the age for retiring from active service, 
has been promoted to the grade of Grand Officer of the Legion of Honour. 


Dr. Arnold Netter, who, as we mentioned last week, had been sent to the 
Spanish frontier; to report on the cholera, has been appointed by the Minister of 
the Interior to represent the department of health at the [International Medical 
Congress in Berlin, Another Jewish physician, Dr. C. Delvaille, has been charged 
by the same Minister to study in Spain all matters relating to public: health and 
the medical service. 


The well-known Egpytian journalist, M. Sanua Abou Nadarra, who is now 
domiciled in Paris, has been appointed hy the Sultanan Officer of the Order of 
the Medjidie in recognition of his efforts to produce a Franco-Turkish accord in 
the Meyptian question 


The Figaro of the 6th inst. contained an admirable article, * La Criminelle 
Crusade,” against the anti-Semitic outbreak. The importance of the Figaro as one 
of the leading conservative journals in Paris lends additional significance to the 
eloquent defence of the Jews, which is signed “ Severine ". The writer, Madame 
Séverine, isan anthoress of the highest rank, and is distinguished for her enlightened 
mind and warm heart, 

GERMANY. 

Herr Von Gossler, Prussian Minister of Public Instruction, has paid a visit 
to the Jewish School at Hechingen. The incident 1s noteworthy inasmuch as it 
was the first time that a Minister of Education in Prussia had inspected a Jewish 
School, 

GREECE. 

An anonymous individual lately attempted to circulate in Athens an extract 
from an anti-Semitic work, which reproduced the well-known calumnies against 
the Jew s. The attempt was thet by a rallant defence of the Jews by the press, 
the clergy and the theological faculty.

The twenty-third annual meeting of the subscribers to the Jewish Board of 
Guardians was held on Sunday, Mr. D. 8S. Bles, President, in the chair. The Chair- 
mab, in moving the adoption of the report and balance-sheet, of which we have 
already published a summary, said that it was in several senses the moat im por- 
tant that had been presented since the foundation of the institution. Meution 
was made of the recent strike of Jewish tailors, and he thought it only right to 
say that his sympathies had been .altogether with the men and women. who had 
ample justification for the course they had taken. To those of their faith who 
desired the real advancement of their poorer brethren, it was notable to bear in 
mind that these men, many of them having only passed a few months in Eogland 
had carried out their strike in the true English style. Its success had, be was glad 
to say, given a severe blow tothat abominable sweatirg system which the revela- 
tions at that time had made clear existed elsewhere than in some Continental coun- 
tries. He was sorry to make it public that they owed £1,258 to their bank, but 
unless this fact was firmly grasped and the deficit wiped out, the Jewish poor 
must inevitably go for relief to the public rates, and they of the Board of Guardians 
would become a byeword and an open stigma. He and the Vice-President. Mr. I 
Frankenburg, had done what they could ia obtaining new subscriptions, but there 
was still a want of that genuine flow of sympathy and true charity which ought 
to characterise the more wealthy of their faith. Unless they as a body recognised 
their present position and came forward as they should do they would have the 
finger of scorn lifted against them, and become a taunt for those arouod.—(Hear 
hear.)—The mo ion was seconded by Mr. E. Harris, who thought there was not so 
much a lack of sympathy and charitable feeling among their coreligionists as 
lack of full knowledge of the needs of the institution.—The Rev. L. M Simmon 
having also spoken the resolution was carried unavimously.
